Morning Session

The fifteenth session of the South Florida Conference was opened by 
Bishop Edgar Blake, Detroit Area, with devotions led by Rev. S. D. Bank¬ 
ston. Prayer by Rev. J. B. Cook, Superintendent of the Gainesville Dis¬ 
trict, Florida Conference. After the singing of several hymns the Bishop 
spoke from the Gospel of Luke, the 13th chapter. 

Holy Communion led by the Bishop, assisted by Revs. H. W. Bartley, 
S. P. Rutledge, S. D. Bankston, J. B. Cook, D. S. Selmore, and the pastor. 
Eighty-eight communed.

The character of Rev. S. D. Bankston, District Superintendent of 
the Atlantic District, was passed. Report read and adopted. The charac¬ 
ter of all Effective Elders and Accepted Supply Pastors of the Atlantic 
District was passed. 

The character of Rev. D. S. Selmore, District Superintendent of Gulf 
District, was passed and report read and received. All Effective Elders 
and Accepted Pastors of the Gulf District passed. 

The Bishop referred to Disciplinary questions 21 and 37. No one 
received by transfer, and Rev. W. M. Brown was transferred to Florida 
Conference May 2; Rev. W. A. Mitchell to Florida Conference. Rev. N. J. 
Crolley presented check from the Charter Fund of $60. Check received 
by the Treasurer, Rev. A. J. Coulter.

Committee on Accepted Supply Pastors to report Friday morning; 
also Committee on Conference Relations. Board of Stewards to be ready 
Saturday morning. 
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The Bishop inquired regarding the hour of adjournment; noon w*8 
accepted by common consent. Announcement of committee meetings 
O. A. Burns to represent “The Christian Advocate” (Southwestern Edition), 
The Bishop announced that Rev. H. W. Bartley would preside at the 
statistical session. United session to convene Friday morning.
